Car allowances up, 
new system devised

The Government has . decided to 
change the system of car allowance 
payments, increasing the allowance 
and including in it both the fixed car 
expenses and the variable expenses— 
while continuing to tax it in accor- 
dance with the tax reform. 

The new system, which will apply 
to Government employees —- with the 
private sector, as usual, expected to 
follow suit — will do away with the 
customary 75 per cent participation 
in the registration and insurance 
costs. Instead employees required to 
drive on the job will be divided into 
four groups: those driving 6,000 to 
9,000 kms. per year; 9,000 to 13,000 
kms. per year; 12,000 to 15,000 kms. 
per year; and above 15,000 kms. 

In each category, an average quota 
will be taken to determine the al- 
lowance for fixed expenses, at the 
rate of IL0.58 per kilometre. (In the 
first category, for example, the quota 
will be 7,500 kms.). In addition, in 
each category, there will be an .ad- 
ditional sum paid per kilometre to 


cover the variable costs (petrol and agree 


repairs), based on the actual kilo- 
metres driven. Thus, if someone in 
the first category aetually drives on- 
ly 5,000 kms., and the variable ele- 
ment of the allowance is 35 agorot, 
the employee will receive 7,500 times 
58 agorot or 114,350, plus 5,000 times 
35 agorot, or 111,750, for a total of 
1L6,100. 

The figures reportedly suggested 
for the four categories are, respec- 
tively: 35, 41, 58, and 59; with 58 
agorot being the fixed-costs figure 
for all of them. Σ

pay all of the insurance and re- 
gistration costs — up to a certain 
maximum --- for employees who 
need a car for the job.

Lack of staff 
delays opening 
of day creches

TEL AVIV. — The opening of 18 
Wizo day creches is being delayed 
by the lack of trained personnel, 
Rita Gur, chairman of Wizo's Child 
Welfare Department, reported last 
week. 

Mrs, Gur said Wizo has finished 
building and equipping the creches, 
which can take care of 950 babies 
and toddlers between the ages of 
six months and four years. But Wizo 
has been unable to find trained kin- 
dergarten teachers, nurses, cooks and 
directors to fill the vacant posts, 
she said. She added that thousands 
of women are prevented from work- 
ing because of the lack of a suitable 
place to leave their children. 

Wizo has 136 day creches 
throughout the country which care 
for approximately 9,000 children.

The Holiness and Purity of Israel

Urgent Plea from Max Schreiber 
Treasurer, American Committee for Taharas Hamishpacha én Taracl 


Dear Brothers and Sisters ! 


At the beginning of the New Year, and especially at a time when our brothers

Our Teacher, the Chofetz Chaim, valued greatly all activities towards establish- 
ing mikvabs and Taharas Hamishpacha, saying that it is as important as the study 
of the Torah, because without Taharas Hamishpacha the study of the Torah 
cannot endure. 


The relevance that the Chazon Ish placed on this Mitzvah is well known. Hach 
place which he would visit he had first demanded to inspect the Mikvah and only 
then he did he visit the local Yeshiva, 


These are the sources from which I draw inspiration in my holy endeavors for 
Taharas Hamishpacha, and so withstanding the indifference I so often meet with, 
to my great sorrow. 


The Giants of Israel, by those of which I had the privilege to be enlightened, 
Giants like Rabbi Chaim of Brisk, the Chofetz Chaim, the Rabbi of Brisk, the 
Chazon Ish, the Rabbi of Ponivez, the Rabbi of Chebin, Rabbi Moshe Soloveichik, 
Rabbi Yosef Eliahu Henkin, Rabbi Efraim Zalman Halperin, all of blessed memory, 
and Rabbi Yehezkel Abrameky, the Lubavitcher Rebbe, Rabbi Moshe Feinstein, the 
Bobover Rebbe, Rabbi Naftoli Rif, Rabbi Yosef Dov Soloveichik, the son of the ΄ 
Rabbi of Brisk, Rabbi: ‘Michel Feinstein, may they have long life. They are the ones 
who instill in me the courage and strength to demand and cry out for this holy 
cause and empowered by them I turn to you dear brothers and sisters. 


Awaken from your slumber, shake off your indifference, come in might to the aid 
of Hashem, lend me a hand in salvaging the Jewish existence. The only way we 
can assure this is by increasing purity, Tahara, by building Mikvahs and by in- 
stilling the ideals of Tabaras Hamishpacha through proper interpretation. 


Since the tHme I became involved in my activities for Taharas Hamishpacha, we 
helped with G-d’'s help to build 175 Mikvahs in our Holy Land, in cooperation with 
the government agencies, Ministry of Religion, Ministry of Interior. 


‘With the help of the Lord and with the encouragement of a handful of friends 
headed by the Lubavitcher Rebbe and the Bobover Rebbe, we have succeeded in 
setting the foundation for Taharas Hamishpacha in Israel. 


But, we must not be content with that. We may not rest so long as there are 
settlements in Israel in which there are no Mikvahs. There are many settlements 
in this category, among them settlements and neighborhoods in which recent olim 
from the Soviet Union, Georgia, Buchara reside. Mikvahs are yet to be built in these 
settlements. We may not rest to the cause of Taharas Hamishpacha, that each and 
every home in Israel practice the basic fundamentals of the existence of the House 
of Israel and its purity and sanctification. 


‘We the Jews of the United States bear much of the burden of responsibility for 
this neglect. It is possible to memorialize one’s name in any Mikvah built in 
Israel by giving a donation. It is also possible to memorialize 2 name in the 
explanatory pamphlets printed in huge quantities and in various languages.

300 Moslem rebels surrender 
in southern Philippines 


MANILA (AP). — Some 300 Mos. 
lem rebels in the province of Sulu 
surrendered over the weekend, but 
half of the small island of Siasi 
still was in rebel hands, the Philip- 
pine military said yesterday. 

This was the first time the mili- 
tary disclosed that the island muni- 
cipality, one of the most populous in 
the predominantly Moslem province, 
was controlled by the rebels prior 
to the surrender of some 300 dissi- 
dents under a commander identified 
as Hasinon Tingkahan. 

The rebel movement, led by the 
Moro National Liberation Front 
(MNLF), agreed to a cease-fire in 
early September following the sur- 
render of some rebel leaders iden- 
tified as top MNLF men. Rebel ac- 
tivities have subsided since the re- 
ported cease-fire arrangement. 

Maj.-Gen. Fidel V. Ramos, Cons- 
tabulary Chief who just came back 
from a inspection trip to 
the south, said 1,547 Moslem rebels 
surrendered during the five months 
ending in September. 

The southern Philippines has been 
troubled by the rebellion guerrilla 
warfare after President Ferdinand 
E. Marcos imposed martial law 
three years ago.
